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wHAT AMERICA OWES 

TO THE c L U R c II 


There is a wide-spread belief that Catholic® Have 
done little either for the development of these United 
States or for the construction of the form of government 
under which we live. This is a mistake. No one will de¬ 
ny that Columbus discovered America, nor will any one ac¬ 
quainted with the history of the country deny that Catho¬ 
lics were the first to exolore it. 

Start from the mouth of the St. Lawrence River, go 
up the far west, cross over to the Mississippi, then down 
to the Gulf of Mexico, and you have the limits of the 
early Jesuit explorations, and every place is sign-posted 
with*the name of e. saint. Cross again from Quebec to Hew 
York, end again from Quebec up Lake Erie to the sice ox > 
Toledo, then down through Indiana and Illinois to the 
Mississippi, end you have two other lines ox exp lor a- 
tion, marked by the talismanic names of saints, showing 
that the explorers were of a. Catholic nation. 

Brebcuf, In 11 ci.ta.nt, Marquette, Jolicc ana LaSalle in 
the West and Jogues and Bablon in the East tell their own 
tale, and they tell it in such words that none can dis¬ 
pute or deny the daring courage- of the Catholic heroes 
who fea.rlcssly struck into the forests. These first ex¬ 
plorers of the country eloquently extol the size and 
wealth and wonderful extent of lake and lend, forest and 
prairie, bringing thousands to our shores go dig and 
delve and help develop the wealth of a rich land. Nearly 
the whole of the country now known as the United States 
was explored by Cs.tholics and all this at a time when 
Protestants had not passed beyond the sea-board. 

Then the great Magna Charta of England was an epoch 
making document in favor of liberty. But the l.agna Char- 
ta was created by the Catholics, maintained by Catholics 
end fought entirely by Catholic Bishops and people—long 
before the dawn of Protestantism. At the time ox tuc Re¬ 
formation this Magna Charta was the law of England. It 
is still today the law of England and the basis of all 
law in the United States. There has not been a single 
clement (of liberty) added to it since the Reformation. 

But Catholics arc accused of being hostile to re¬ 
publican institutions and opposed to a republican form of 
government. Vie 11 let history answer this cnarge. It 
cannot be denied that some of the oldest republics in the 
world arc Catholic. For example thore are the republics 





of Gcnor., Pisa, Padua and Mian, Venice and the ."Swiss re¬ 
publics; all created by Gathplics before the dawn of Pro¬ 
testantism. And one thing to remark about this, is that 
all these countries were far more prosperous and happier 
under' that form of government than they are today. 

I ask, arc Catholics enemies of Republics, they who 
have exclusively created and fostered all the Republics 
the Christian world has over had, and who have given us 
in those United States the great principles that underlie 
our government and make us the free and happy people we 
arc? Take away the principles of the hagna Charta on 
which our republic is built, end from which it has all 
the principles that in any manner make us a free people. 
Take away the religious freedom which Catholic I aryland 
first taught. Take array our courts and common law which 
arc the creation of Catholic canon law applied to. civil 
life, and you will have very little to boast except the 
carrying out and the putting into, practice of tho princi¬ 
ples that Catholics created, and Landed down to the world 
as their gift to mankind . It is a groat deal to put 
principles into practice, even if the principles have 
boon given and for this the world has just cause to look 
to America with pride, because though created elsewhere 
and circumscribed to some extent, we have put those prin¬ 
ciples into practice with a generous heart and with 


large mind. 

In the face of these facts, I ask have Catholics no 
rights in America? A.rc they here by tolerance? Have 
they done nothing to merit a right to live and to act as 
free Americans, or have they done nothing for the country 
to merit their share not only in the direction of public 
affairs but in distribution of public favors? Has the 
Catholic minority no rights in the face of the Protes¬ 
tant majority? They discovered the country; they ex¬ 
plored it; they have done their share in the opening up 
and tho development of tho country; they fought for tho 
country; they gave their treasure and their blood for 
the country; they gave tho country the groat principles 
that make us a free people, and furthermore, the Catholic 
Church stands today as.the only great institution that 
can ever stem out, or at least rival, communism, the fix¬ 
ture enemy of the world, s’/hnt about it? 

Let all fair minded people take care and ponder, for 
it is high time to give due recognition to Catholics for 
the yeomen services they have rendered to the country.
